EVENT: A briefing to announce the results of a study by the 

AIDS Policy Center of The George Washington 
University's Intergovernmental Health Policy Project 
of funds being spent on AIDS programs and services by 
each state.

BACKGROUND: 

The AIDS Policy Center at GW has collected the only national 
data on state-only non-Medicaid funds for HIV/AIDS programs and 
services and has continued this series of data collection since 
fiscal year 1986. The state spending report is a descriptive 
survey that provides information on the kinds of AIDS funding 
states are providing. 

The last report by the center for fiscal year 1989 showed 
that the 84 percent of all state AIDS funds were being spent in 
three of the six catagories: patient care/support services ($96 
million), education/information ($65 million) and 
testing/counselling ($46 million).

THREE D.C.-BASED ORGANIZATIONS GIVE BOOST 

TO STUDENT COMMUNITY PLANNING PROJECT 

Though the Anacostia neighborhood has been a major victim of 
the city's widespread violence and drugs, the students at Kramer 
Junior High School are realizing they can make a difference in 
their community. 

As part of the Kramer Anacostia Planning Project (KAPP), 
students have surveyed the neighborhood to identify problem 
areas, met with community leaders and will make presentations to 
city leaders about planning and new directions for Old Anacostia. 
The program, initiated in 1988, is sponsored by the Anacostia 
Coordinating Council (ACC), The George Washington University 
Institute for Urban Development Research (IUDR), the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews and Kramer Junior High School. 

This year, the ACC has received three grants to help develop 
the KAPP program and further expand its scope. A $12,000 grant 
from The Morris and Gwendolyn Cafritz Foundation, a $6,000 grant 
from The Hattie M. Strong Foundation and $1,500 donation from

PEPCO will help fund new materials, transportation costs for 
program activities and administrative costs. 

The KAPP course was designed to give students at Kramer 
Junior High "the opportunity to expand their minds and to 
creatively help plan their community's future using historic 
preservation, community development and urban planning skills 
presented as part of the course," explains Margaret O'Bryon, 
associate director of IUDR and KAPP coordinator. Faculty and 
graduate students from GW, with ACC support, have worked directly 
with the Kramer administrative and teaching staff to develop and 
present the course. 

In its first three years, KAPP involved more than 100 8th 
and 9th grade students. This year, KAPP and its complementary 
program, the Kramer Community Concern Project (KCCP), include 
approximately 40 7th and 8th graders. KCCP works with "Pre-KAPP" 
students and helps them to identify and address the problems and 
potentials of the Anacostia community. With the aid of 
additional funding, KAPP planning for the current school year 
began last summer and KAPP/KCCP classes started the first week of 
October. 

KAPP students are involved with classroom work and outside 
field work. Last year students prepared a neighborhood map 
showing major elements of the neighborhood; participated in a ACC 
housing survey that helped prioritize housing rehabilitation

efforts; formulated proposals for redevelopment of the "North 
Entry" to Old Anacostia at the corner of Martin Luther King Ave. 
and Good Hope Road, S.E.; and visited the Smithsonian 
Institution's Anacostia Neighborhood Museum and The George 
Washington University. 

Students also participated in team projects which included 
a plan for redeveloping a small Anacostia park; a study of the 
community's existing recreation facilities, a building facade 
improvement study and a video on the history of Anacostia. 

"A vital plus of the project is skills developed in 
critical thinking and writing, as well as a sense of awareness of 
one's responsibility to the community," explains Kramer library 
media specialist Sandra Robinson, a native Anacostian. "KAPP has 
become an integral part of Kramer. Many students are aware of 
urban planning as a real career choice. We, as instructors, are 
learning too." 

KAPP is taught by Robinson, O'Bryon, Daiyyah Abdulla, a 
Kramer humanities teacher, and Robert Rivers and David Kruft, GW 
graduate research fellows and planning students. Thomas Gore, 

ACC vice-chair and deputy director of the Center for Youth 
Services, and Lt. Phyllis Burrell of the Metropolitan Police 
Department coordinate KCCP. 

"Anacostia, like many Washington communities, is struggling 
desperately for balanced growth and development as it seeks to

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eliminate the negative activities that mar its image and 
overshadow its many assets," says ACC chair James G. Banks. 

"Good citizens, both adult and young, recognize the developing 
relationships among neighbors and neighborhood institutions and 
are becoming ever more confident that thoughtful planning 
supported by these commitments and efforts will produce a 
flourishing community." 

By giving students the essential tools to think 
constructively about actions that can improve the quality of life 
in Anacostia, KAPP has become significant to students, parents, 
community leaders and city officials alike.

COMMUNITARIAN LEADER CALLS FOR A "MORAL REAWAKENING" 

WASHINGTON, DC — Citing the life of former President Jimmy 
Carter as a model for the 1990s, George Washington University 
Professor Amitai Etzioni opened the first "teach-in" on 
Communitarian thinking on Capitol Hill today, saying "We need a 
moral reawakening and a new commitment to the values that we all 
share." 

Etzioni, a University Professor at The George Washington 
University, is one of the founders of Communitarianism, a growing 
national political and social movement devoted to the cause of 
placing community welfare before individual rights. According to 
Etzioni, Carter's work with Habitat for Humanity, which helps 
build housing for the poor, and his active participation in 
other community works exemplify Communitarian values. 

"Each decade seems to open with its own theme," said Etzioni 
in his opening speech. "For the 1960s it was civil rights and 
social reforms; for the 1970s, the environment. The 1980s was 
the age of unbridled greed and self-centered behavior. The 1990s 
call for an age of shoring up morality and the social 
institutions that sustain it — family, educational institutions 
and communities."

The teach-in, held in the Russell Senate Office Building on 
Capitol Hill, was comprised of political leaders from both 
parties, including Senators Dave Durenberger (R-MN), Albert Gore 
(D-TN), Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D-NY); members of President 
Bush's White House staff; community leaders; academic experts and 
the public. During the all-day teach-in, a Communitarian 
platform for the 1992 political elections was presented. Etzioni 
hopes all political candidates will adopt the platform. 

Communitarian philosophy is based on the belief that the 
individual rights and liberties Americans share also entail 
responsibilities to the community. While individual rights are 
aggressively protected, the responsibilities that come with those 
rights have been ignored in recent decades. 

Communitarians want to restore a moral foundation to 
American society. The platform presented at the teach-in earlier 
today called for returning to the nuclear family, reinstating 
moral education in schools and rebuilding America's communities. 
For example, Communitarians favor giving public authorities more 
freedom in establishing roadblocks to catch drunk drivers and 
administering drug tests to workers in high-risk jobs. 

According to Etzioni, former President Jimmy Carter reflects 
the new Communitarian philosophy. Not Carter the politician, 
Etzioni notes, but Carter "the farmer from Plains." 

In lauding Carter, Etzioni said he was a "person who earns a 
living with dignity, without being consumed by greed. A man who 
has a clear spiritual core and a set of moral commitments. A 
person who cares relatively little about partisan politics, but 

has a keen commitment to the public interests."

Seventy-three percent of the respondents in a recent survey 
said that food handlers, like waiters and cooks, should be given 
blood tests to screen for the AIDS virus. Stephanie Larson of 
The George Washington University and Suzanne Parker of Florida 
State University conducted the survey of public opinion towards 
AIDS to determine what predicts this and other restrictive policy 
positions regarding the disease. Among their conclusions are 
that advertising campaigns designed to scare people into changing 
sexual behavior because of the AIDS virus will be 
counterproductive. 

In the report titled "The Impact and Knowledge on AIDS 
Policy Positions," Larson and Parker, two political science 
professors, evaluate the causes of public opinion toward 
government AIDS policies. They examined two AIDS policy 
dimensions — regulation of those with AIDS (such as testing 
employees in the workplace, closing down homosexual meeting 
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places and barring children with AIDS from the schools) and 
advertising and education about condom use. 

The report, based on interviews with more than 1,000 
Floridians, reveals that three variables directly cause 
regulation attitudes — knowledge of the disease, the belief that 
AIDS is punishment for moral decline and the individual's own 
risk of contracting the disease. Variables with an indirect link 
to regulation attitudes are fear, educational attainment and 
being a Protestant or Catholic. 

Larson and Parker found that fear and educational levels 
have an equally dampening effect on the collection of information 
about AIDS. "Fear of AIDS leads to the avoidance of information 
about how it is spread," they write. "Further, the indirect 
effect of fear on regulation attitudes suggests that fear can 
also lead to greater support for restrictive regulations." 

Those people who have less knowledge of the AIDS disease 
also are strongly impacted by the belief that AIDS is a 
punishment for moral decline. (35% of respondents said that they 
sometimes think that AIDS is a punishment.) This belief is more 
prevalent among Christians than among Jews and people of other 
religions, or those without religious preference. 

The authors indicate there are two seemingly contrary 
beliefs about AIDS. They found that the same people who think 
AIDS is caused by promiscuous sex and is a punishment for such

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acts, also believe that AIDS can be contracted through casual 
means such as drinking glasses, toilet seats, use of a swimming 
pool and contact in an office. 

The authors propose two rationales for these conflicting 
beliefs. People don't collect further information about the 
disease because they think all a person needs to know is that 
AIDS is avoidable through abstinence from drug use, homosexual 
sex acts, and sex outside of marriage. Therefore they do not 
seek out information and instead retain misconceptions about AIDS 
which result in a belief that the government ought to restrict 
those with AIDS in order to protect the "moral" people from 
accidentally contracting the disease through casual contact with 
the "immoral" victims. 

"Finally, those seeing AIDS as punishment are more likely 
than those who do not, to oppose educational efforts that might 
actually help stem the spread of the disease," Larson and Parker 
add. This is illustrated by these survey respondents' greater 
opposition to condom education. 

The study also takes into account the risk of contracting 
the disease. People who have a low risk of contracting AIDS are 
more supportive of regulation and less supportive of education. 
"Their low risk of contracting the disease may lead them to 
underestimate the importance of education in the fight to slow 
the spread of the disease," they write. "By contrast, those in

high risk groups are more likely to appreciate the importance of 
education and to be more sensitive to the restrictive nature of 
regulations." Only risk and belief that AIDS is a moral 
punishment have a direct effect on attitudes toward condom 
advertising and education. 

Larson and Parker contend that scare tactics in advertising 
campaigns will be counterproductive because they are "likely to 
force people into avoiding important information about the 
disease." In addition, the temptation to link campaigns to the 
return to "traditional" values with AIDS are problematic because 
such appeals have the unintended consequence of encouraging 
intolerance. 

Both thinking and feeling affect choices, the authors 
conclude, but in the case of AIDS, thinking has a stronger effect 
than feeling. Since emotions indirectly affect the evaluations 
as well as policy preferences of officials, they recommend that 
"It would be useful to include measures of emotions when trying 
to understand the genesis of certain policy preferences."

The report, based on interviews with more than 1,000 
Floridians, reveals that three variables directly cause 
regulation attitudes — knowledge of the disease, the belief that 
AIDS is punishment for moral decline and the individual's own 
risk of contracting the disease. Variables with an indirect link 
to regulation attitudes are fear, educational attainment and 
being a Protestant or Catholic. 

Larson and Parker found that fear and educational levels 
have an equally dampening effect on the collection of information 
about AIDS. "Fear of AIDS leads to the avoidance of information 
about how it is spread," they write. "Further, the indirect 
effect of fear on regulation attitudes suggests that fear can 
also lead to greater support for restrictive regulations." 

Those people who have less knowledge of the AIDS disease 
also are strongly impacted by the belief that AIDS is a 
punishment for moral decline. (35% of respondents said that they 
sometimes think that AIDS is a punishment.) This belief is more 
prevalent among Christians than among Jews and people of other 
religions, or those without religious preference. 

The authors indicate there are two seemingly contrary 
beliefs about AIDS. They found that the same people who think 
AIDS is caused by promiscuous sex and is a punishment for such

acts, also believe that AIDS can be contracted through casual 
means such as drinking glasses, toilet seats, use of a swimming 
pool and contact in an office. 

The authors propose two rationales for these conflicting 
beliefs. People don't collect further information about the 
disease because they think all a person needs to know is that 
AIDS is avoidable through abstinence from drug use, homosexual 
sex acts, and sex outside of marriage. Therefore they do not 
seek out information and instead retain misconceptions about AIDS 
which result in a belief that the government ought to restrict 
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opposition to condom education. 

The study also takes into account the risk of contracting

WOMEN ON THE FACULTY: HIGHER EDUCATION 

MUST INTEGRATE WORK/FAMILY ISSUES 

"The climate on college and university campuses that has 
prevented women from achieving their full potential must change 
if higher education is to resolve issues of faculty diversity and 
the impending shortage of qualified teachers," suggests author 
Nancy Hensel in a new report on women's equality in academe. 

The report, "Realizing Gender Equality in Higher Education: 
The Need to Integrate Work/Family Issues," is published by The 
George Washington University's Educational Resource Information 
Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education, in cooperation 
with the Association for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE). 

Colleges and universities must take a hard look at 
themselves in terms of gender equality and adjust their rules to 
reflect the current realities surrounding family and children. 
This will be especially important if the predicted faculty 
shortages prove true. 

According to Hensel, colleges and universities must recruit 
an estimated 335,000 new faculty to meet their needs by the year 
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2000. With enrollments of American students on the decline at 
most of the nation's graduate institutions, potential faculty 
members with the required doctorate will be fewer and farther 
between. Foreign enrollment in graduate school has increased, 
but most of those students return to their native countries after 
earning degrees. 

"The number of American students receiving Ph.D.s has 
declined by about 8 percent in the 10-year period between 1978 
and 1988, and the number of degrees awarded to minority students 
has declined by 22 percent in the same period," she says. Since 
the other minorities are hotly contested for, such as African- 
Americans and Hispanics, Hensel believes women may be "the best 
solution to the predicted teacher shortage." 

But modifications in work expectations and requirements will 
be needed so that other responsibilities faculty members have, 
such as family and child-rearing duties, will not be in 
competition with professional pursuits, such as research, 
publishing and committee assignments. 

"Formal policies which consider the needs of diverse 
individuals, including the feminine perspective in expectations 
for faculty, must be broadly adopted and enforced," Hensel says. 

The author recommends various strategies colleges and 
universities can consider when changing institutional policies to 
better reflect the importance of family in the lives of their 
faculty. Her recommendations include: 
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— examine the hiring process to ensure that women are hired 
into positions for which they are qualified. Supply 
mentors and set up networks to support scholarship; 

— develop collaborative arrangements with local employers 
in order to locate suitable employment for spouses and 
provide support for dual career couples; 

conduct an institutional audit on the institution's 
family responsiveness. Official policies as well as 
informal practices are needed. These include maternity and 
family leave, reduced teaching loads and adjusting tenure- 
track demands for new parents. 

Hensel, who received her doctorate in early childhood 
education from the University of Georgia, is chair of the 
education department and the affirmative action officer at the 
University of Redlands (Calif.). She frequently speaks to groups 
on issues surrounding family policy and teacher education.

WASHINGTON, DC — On the eve of the anniversary of the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor, U.S. lawmakers are not angry with or 
mistrustful of Japan. But these same lawmakers believe that 
their constituents' feelings toward Japan are much less 
favorable. 

Congress was polled between Oct. 2, 1991, and Nov. 8, with 
some 25 percent of the members responding to 20 survey 
questions. The survey was sponsored by Mainichi newspapers and 
conducted by the National Center for Communication Studies at The 
George Washington University. Responses are confidential for 
individuals unless they chose to make public comment. 

The results, which are being released today in Japan by 
Mainichi newspapers, were tabulated by the G« team. Data 
includes all respondents who provided answers complete enough to 
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be tabulated and analyzed. 

To the proposition "still angry about Pearl Harbor," only 
three percent of Senators and House members responding to the 
poll said they strongly agree. Fifty-eight percent strongly 
disagreed, 25 percent disagreed, and 13 percent were neutral. 

The 28 percent of members of Congress who answered the 
survey were nearly neutral on Japan's role in world political 
affairs and were only slightly favorable on Japan's economic 
role.

One Senator from a Western state said, "...however different 
our nations are culturally is of minor importance next to the 
special moral responsibilities that accompany our power and 
influence." Two comments that were not for attribution 
criticized Japanese political figures who made disparaging 
comments about U.S. racial minorities.

Some additional negative attitudes on U.S.-Japan relations

Differences in age, party and geography played some role in 
responses to a few questions.

Of these older respondents, 59 
percent held unfavorable views of Japan's current world role, 
while of younger members of Congress, 41 percent expressed views 
unfavorable in some respects. 

Among the respondents who agree that Japan should expand 
its role in the world, 59 percent were Democrats, and 32 percent 
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were Republicans. Thirteen percent of Democratic respondents 
felt the U.S. should maintain troops in Japan while 39 percent of 
Republicans did. 

Because numbers of respondents are relatively small in each 
regional grouping, regional summaries should be viewed with care. 
Fifty-nine percent of respondents from Northern industrial states 
consider Japan as a possible future threat to the U.S., the only 
regional group to hold this as a majority viewpoint. 

Only 44 percent of Senators and Representatives from 
Northern industrial states viewed U.S.-Japan relations as strong 
enough to overcome current problems. In all other regions, a 
majority felt the relationship is strong enough to meet 
challenges. 

Other questions related to reasons for Japan's post-World 
War II economic "miracle." With some overlapping permitted, 51 
percent believed that close ties among Japanese government, 
business, and labor contributed most to this. Thirty-two percent 
credited security protection afforded Japan by the U.S., and 21 
percent credited unique aspects of Japanese culture and society. 

Of all respondents, 87 percent said it is important for the 
U.S. to preserve good relations with Japan, and 58 percent said 
the friendship of the two nations is strong enough to withstand 
current pressures. But only one of each seven respondents 
expressed this view strongly. 

Asked if they believe the absence of an effective trade or 
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industrial policy on the part of the U.S. might be a significant 
factor contributing to the U.S.-Japan trade imbalance, 25 percent 
of respondents said yes, while 51 percent said no. Party 
affiliation helped guide these answers: 39 percent of Democrats 
replied yes to this question, while 73 percent of Republicans 
disagreed.

Fifty-nine percent of respondents from Northern industrial states 
consider Japan as a possible future threat to the U.S., the only 
regional group to hold this as a majority viewpoint. 

Only 44 percent of Senators and Representatives from 
Northern industrial states viewed U.S.-Japan relations as strong 
enough to overcome current problems. In all other regions, a 
majority felt the relationship is strong enough to meet 
challenges. 

Other questions related to reasons for Japan's post-World 
War II economic "miracle." With some overlapping permitted, 51 
percent believed that close ties among Japanese government, 
business, and labor contributed most to this. Thirty-two percent 
credited security protection afforded Japan by the U.S., and 21 
percent credited unique aspects of Japanese culture and society. 

Of all respondents, 87 percent said it is important for the 
U.S. to preserve good relations with Japan, and 58 percent said 
the friendship of the two nations is strong enough to withstand 
current pressures. But only one of each seven respondents 
expressed this view strongly. 

Asked if they believe the absence of an effective trade or 
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industrial policy on the part of the U.S. might be a significant 
factor contributing to the U.S.-Japan trade imbalance, 25 percent 
of respondents said yes, while 51 percent said no. Party 
affiliation helped guide these answers: 39 percent of Democrats 
replied yes to this question, while 73 percent of Republicans 
disagreed.

GW AWARDS SCHOLARSHIPS TO LOUDOUN COUNTY FOR TEACHERS 

Beginning next summer, The George Washington University 
will offer teacher education scholarships to graduates of Loudoun 
County, Va., public schools, University President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg announced today. 

One scholarship will be awarded each year to a student who 
enrolls in the School of Education and Human Development’s 
teacher education program, leading to a master of arts degree in 
education and teacher certification. The scholarship will cover 
tuition costs only. 

"The scholarship program is a way for The George Washington 
University to show our appreciation to the Loudoun County 
community," said Trachtenberg. "They have been tremendously 
supportive of our efforts to develop the University's Virginia 
campus." 

To inaugurate the program, two students will be selected for 
the coming year and subsequently one student will be chosen in 
each of the two succeeding years. In total, four GW scholarships 
will be awarded over a three-year period. The anticipated value 
of each scholarship will be approximately $17,640 - $22,050, 
depending on the major field of study selected by the student. 
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"We very much appreciate the opportunity to work with The 
George Washington University in this continuing effort to 
enhance the teaching profession in Loudoun County,” said John J. 
Daniels, assistant superintendent for personnel services for 
Loudoun County Public Schools. "It is imperative that 
universities and school systems work cooperatively in such 
endeavors to enable our teachers to prepare students to meet the 
challenges of the 21st Century." 

In addition to graduation from one of Loudoun County's 
public schools, applicants must have earned a bachelor's degree 
from an accredited college or university, exhibit a strong 
commitment to teaching, meet GW entrance requirements and be able 
to take classes on a full-time basis. The selected students can 
pursue specialized study in elementary, secondary or special 
education. All classes will be taken on GW's Washington, DC, 
campus and an internship in Loudoun County will be required as 
part of the program. 

According to Jay Shotel, special assistant to President 
Trachtenberg and a professor of special education, priority will 
be given to scholarship applicants who are interested in teaching 
in content areas or subjects "considered to be of high need" by 
Loudoun County officials, such as math, science and special 
education. Scholarship recipients will be selected in a joint 
process by GW and Loudoun County school personnel. 

The GW School of Education and Human Development (SEHD) 
offers graduate study in a variety of education fields leading to 
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master's and doctorate degrees. Areas of study include teacher 
education, school administration, human resource development, 
counseling and education policy. SEHD places particular emphasis 
on its teacher training, specifically programs geared toward 
recent liberal arts graduates, retired military personnel and 
other professionals who decide to redirect their efforts toward 
teaching as a career.

TWO GW REPORTS OUTLINE HISPANIC ORGANIZATIONS IN DC 

There are some 85 private community organizations currently 
serving the Hispanic population in the Washington area, with 
goals and demographic compositions as rich and varied as the 
population they serve. Yet while these groups give many options 
to Hispanic residents seeking aid or camaraderie, they are also 
fragmented and a source of confusion to the community, concludes 
the author of the report "Hispanic Organizations of the 
Washington Metropolitan Area: An Analytic Profile." 

The analytic profile is one of two occasional papers on the 
organizational world of local Hispanic organizations recently 
released by The George Washington University Center for 
Washington Area Studies (CWAS). The Center also released 
"Hispanic Organizations of the Washington Area: An Annotated 
Directory." The two papers resulted from an extensive survey 
conducted by Tia-Ann Murchi-Beyma, a 1991 CWAS fellow and 
graduate student at GW. Leaders of 83 organizations were 
interviewed on a variety of topics pertaining to their 
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organization, including origin, explicit function, demographics 
of membership, organizational structure, funding, publications 
and issues they identify as important. 

"These papers fill a need for better understanding of the 
organizations that serve a growing Hispanic population in the 
Washington metropolitan area," says Jeffrey R. Henig, CWAS 
director. 

The interviews revealed that Hispanic institutions serve the 
dual functions of drawing their members into the broader economic 
and social community of the nation in which they have settled and 
helping preserve the best of Hispanic culture. 

However, the study shows that there is little communication 
or cooperation among the organizations. In "Hispanic 
Organizations of the Washington Area: An Analytic Profile," 
Murchi-Beyma writes "Indeed, many had little idea of the 
existence of other groups with which they might find common cause 
or to which they might refer their own members." 

She adds that "many of the groups have only limited agendas, 
and those that are more ambitious are forced to battle simply to 
maintain existing services. While some of the organizations 
have proven tenacious, others appear to be fragile and dependent 
on a few individuals for their continued existence." 

Murchie-Beyma indicates that such a tenuous existence does 
not greatly differ with information about Hispanic organizations 
in other communities. While voluntarism helps to sustain these

NEW BOOK EXAMINES EUROPEAN TERRORISM 

Europe has been hard hit by terrorism. In 1990, 446 
terrorist incidents took place on the continent alone. 

George Washington University Research Professor Yonah 
Alexander and Professorial Lecturer Dennis A. Pluchinsky have 
brought together other authorities on terrorism to examine the 
proliferation of violence in "European Terrorism Today & 

Tomorrow" (Brassey's, Inc. 1992). Chapters in the book profile 
such terrorists groups as Germany's Red Army Faction, Greece's 
17 November and Italy's Red Brigades. There also is a lengthy 
analysis of Middle Eastern terrorist activity in Europe during 
the 1980s and a chapter on the future prospects for terrorism in 
Europe after 1992. Chronologies of terrorist incidents follow 
many of the chapters. 

"During the past 25 years, hundreds of indigenous, 
subnational groups, mostly acting independently and sometimes as 
proxies of foreign governments, have proliferated in Europe," 
writes co-editor Alexander. "These groups seek to achieve 
ideological, nationalist or political goals through violence and 
intimidation." 

In the chapter "Middle Eastern Terrorist Activity in Western 
Europe in the 1980s: A Decade of Violence," co-editor Pluchinsky 
cites the differences between the activities of Middle Eastern 
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terrorists in Western Europe and those of the European terrorist 
groups. 

"Middle Eastern terrorist attacks are generally 
indiscriminate," states Pluchinsky. "While European indigenous 
groups have been known to carry out attacks that have injured 
innocent bystanders, these incidents have been rare and 
accidental. Middle Eastern groups, however, make a point of 
targeting public facilities." These include airports, planes, 
train stations, subways, stores, cafes and cruise ships. 

Pluchinsky adds that while European terrorism groups almost 
always act in the specific country where the groups originate, 
Middle Eastern terrorism spills over to other parts of the world 
more frequently. 

Andrew Corsun, an intelligence research specialist with the 
U.S. Department of State, gives insight into the mysterious Greek 
terrorist group, The Revolutionary Organization 17 November. 
Corsun claims that 17 November is "viewed as one of the most 
dangerous and lethal terrorist groups operating in Europe 
today."

BACKGROUND 


The Department of Defense offers the programs in order to 
promote technological literacy in the U.S. and to ensure that 
the country has an adequate science and engineering manpower 
base.
